[We have held in cur possession for some time 
past, avery interesting letter from Gen. Eaton, 
.. written at the trme he was about to enter the Lyh- 
jan Desart, in his operations agaist Tripoli, to 
one of his correspondents in this state. We have 
foreborne laying it before our readers, lest its pub- 
lication might possibly prejudice the important 
expedition he was engaged in: But it now being 
ascertained that the expedition has been abandon. 
ed; and that our gallant and discppointed Coun- 
tryman, together with the Bashaw Hamet, and 
about ninety of their faithful followers, have e- 
scaped to Syracuse—f[we say, escaped, for we are 
told, that the soldiery which had been embodied 
by Gen. Eaton and the Exbashaw, and who were 
flushed with the prospect of sharing the pillage 


of the Usurper's territory, on finding in the Peace 


which had been concluded, the frustration of ali 
their hopes, became outrageous, and their ven- 
geance had like to have been fatal to both the 
General and the Bashaw ]—we think it no longer 
necessary to withhold it from the public. At 
present we shall not make any other comment om 
the extracts we give than merely to say, they de-

** AFTER touching at Ma!ta,the Argus 
arrived at Alexandria, (Egyp!) on the 
26th November, 1804. We _ received 
from. the Britifh Refident at Cairo, and 
Conful at Alexandria, every afliffance 
which the nature of our affairs. and their 
duty could require and admit. At Alex. 
andria it was intimated to me that Hemet 
Bafhaw (the exiled Prince of Tripoli) was 
not to be had without application to Eifi 
Bey, to whom he had attached himfelt ; 
both of whom were in upper Egypt, aét- 
ing with the Mameluke Beys againft the 
Ottoman government; andto whom ac- 
cefs was barred by the Turkifh Army. 
Under thefe difcouraging appearances and 
contrary to the advice of every body on 
the fea coaft, on the goth November I lett 
Alexandria for Grand Cairo, with three 
officers, Liect, O’Bannon, Mefirs. Mann 
and Damelfon; andatew men irom the 
brig ; who, together with fome others, re- 
cruited on the fpot, and at Roffetta, made 
anefcort of eighteen. This precaution 
as neceflary on account of the banks of the 
Nile being infefled. by the wild Arabs of 
the Defert, and by Rraggling Arneaut 
Deferters {rom the Grand Seignior’s 
army ;—the, former fubfift by plunder

and confidered as an enemy to the govern- 
ment of this country. 1 had already dif-

andria and Rofetta; and now fent offa 
third and fourth from the capital. Buc l 
had not yet had andience ofthe Viceroy, 
and not knowing his acceflible point, the 
difficulty Lapprehended of getting the Ba- 
thaw oat of the country exceeded that of } 
acce!s to him; for I found it impoffible to 
do it privately ; and to attempt it might 
notonly defeat our main objeé, but endan- 
ger our own perfonal fafety ; —Wheretore, 
at my firft interview, finding the Viceroy 
a man of much more frankuefs and liber- 
ality than commonly fall w the charaéter 
of a Turk, I unrefervedly opened to him 
the objeét of my vifit to his country ; and 
received the proffer of friendly offices. 
This cleared a little my profpe&, while it 
created new embarrailments ; for the in- | 
terference, or even the amnefly of the 
Viceroy, in behalf of Hamet Bualhaw 
might excitethe jealoufy ofthe Mameluke 
Beys, and have the effeét to bar his depar- 
tore. But a new difficulty befet me, 
which I little expeéted, and le{s trom the 
quarter itcome. The French Conful at 
Alexandria, (Mr. Drovitte) a Piedmon- 
tefe, had infinuated chat we were Britz/h 
Spies in American majfhs ; and that our 
pretext of friendfhip for Hamet Bafhaw 
aimed at nothing but an intercourfe with 
the Mamelukes, who are fufpeéted of be- 
ing in Brith fublidy ; of courfe an 
infinuation as injurious as it was malig- 
nant. [am yet totaily at a lofs to account 
for this ftrange condu&t ot Mr. Drovitte, 
as | am equally fo at the indignity offered 
eur flag, being refufed by that of the!

himfelt converfing with Englifhmen he 
was very unreferved in his confeffions ;

| faid Tripoli had loft many men in the dit- 
terent attacks of the Americans laft {um- 
mer; the town was much damaged, and 
the inhabitants under fuch a ftate of con- 
flernation that nobody ficpt in the city, & 
that no bufinefs was donethere. He con- 
firmed the account of the firefhip, Inter- 
nal, being blown up by captain Somers, 
after being boarded by two row gallies. 
Stating this faét the fellow-wept! He ob- 
ferved, that this was an unfortunate war 
for the poor cruifers :—They had been led 
to believe that the Americans were all 
mérchantmen ; and that they would have 
nothing to do but to go out and bring them 
in; but they found them devils ; from 
whom nothing was to bé gained in war; 
and theretore he had quitted the fervice o 
Juffuf Bafhaw. The Bafhaw was never 
thelefs determined not,to make peace with, 
thefe infidels until he fhall have humbled 
them, and made thea pay for the damages 
they had done to his navy and city. He 
acknowledyed that Hamet Bafhaw had ma- 
ny triends in Tripoli; but faid, that Juf- 
fut Bafhaw Aad taken care of him! It is 
alcertained, that the latter had employed 
and paid aifafflins to poifon the former :— 
Thefe undoubtedly reported that they had 
executed their commiflion, and hence we 
account for the report of (amet Balhaw’s 
death.

| Vicerey’s Gifpofiions concerning bie, or 
perhaps, not receiving his letter belore 
leaving the Mameluke Bey’s camp, the 
Bzthaw had determined to expeét an inter. 
view att ce he firft named near the 
leke Fiawme, on the border of the Defart, 
about 190 miles from the fea coaft. 
Nothing can be more incredulous than a 
Turk of a Turk’s honor; and tor a good 
reafon, nothing can be more equivocal 
than their plighted faith ;—it ts an articie 
of barter and fale. Though travelling in 
the interior of the country had become 
unufually hazardous, on account of the 
jealouly ot the Turkith chiefs; of the 
reins given to licentiouf{nefls by the bar« 
barity of civil wars; and ofthe ftrong 
grounds the wild Arabs hold by reafon of 
all reftraint being relaxed on the part ef the 
Turks, and the Mamelukes, who are too 
ferioufly occupied with each other ; I de- 
termined to attempt a paflage to Fiaume, 
Accordingly on the 22nd inf. lee Alex. 
andria, withtwo officers from the Argus, 
Lieut. Blake, and Mr. Mann, with an ef 
cort of twenty three men, indifferently 
mounted, and on the evening of the eagd 
found myfelf arrefted at the Turkihh lines, 
between feventy and eighty miles on our 
rout, by the Kerchief of Dimanbour,come 
manding a detachment of about 500 Onto. 
man troops. on the frontier. No argu< 
fment I could advance could at all modity 
the feverity of his firft refolution moé to 
fet me pa/s his lines ;—though in every 
thing ele he treated us with diflin@ion 
and great holpitality. However mortily- 
ing the conceffion, I cannot but applaud 
the corre&t military conduét of this chief ; 
for it was in itfelf a fufpicious circume 
flance, that a body of armed unknowa 
toreigners fhould be found thepinga courfe 
for his enemy’s rendezvous with no other’ 
pretext than to fearch for a refugee Ba~ 
Jhaw! Bur this fufpicieus circumftance 
was ftrengihened and aggraveted by the in- 
finuations gone out from the French Con- 
ful, éhat we came into this country with 
views hoflile to the Turks—Our fituation 
here was fomewhat perplexing, and vaft. 
ly unpleafant. I do not recolle& ever 
having found myfelf on ground more erit- 
ical :—Tothe natural fufpicioa ot a Turk, 
this General added a fierce and favage 
teniper ; of courfe proud and arrogant, I 
foon tound.my point of approach. I paf- 
fed high compliments on the correétnefs 
of his military vigilance and condué ; 
faid it was what I apprehended and what I 
certainly would have done mylelf in fim. 
ilar circumflances : But knowiag from 
charaéter the magnanimity of his foul, I 
was determined to have an interview with 
him, in full confidence that he would aid 
a meafure fo purely humane, and fo man. 
ifeftly to the ‘Turkith intereft in Egypt in 








bufied myfeif in finding out the Tripolitan : 
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It appeared that, not confiding in the I 


cafe he would not permit me to purfue my 
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Cbje@& perfonally. At the fame time recur- 
Ting to the example of the Viceroy, whofe 
letter I had thewed him, and fignified, that

He added 
that twenty thoufand Barbary Arabs were 
ready to march with him from this border 
to recover their native country and inher- 
itance ; repeated, that he Anew our plan; 
and now that he had feen me he would 
plight his head to the Turkifh General, he 
would bring me Hamet Bafhaw in ten days. 
The- Tark accordingly difpatched him 
with a companion on this meffage the next 
morning. 

“* I could yet perceive fome fymptoms 
of fufpiciona nd apprehenfion on'the brow 
of my newly acquired military friend. 
Wherefore, without feeming to have ény 
particular view other than a folicitudé to 
meet the man I fought, but really with 
a ‘view of removing his apprebéhfions, 
I propofed to him toreturn to his head 
quarters, this village ; fend off my efcort 
to: Alexandria, and to wait myfelf with 
only the gentleman in company, and our 
fervants, until our Arab chief. fhould 
return trom Fiaume with the Bafhaw.

with an additional efcort from his camp 
to this place ; where we found lodgings 
in Turkifh ityle provided for as 

* Thus fer l have fketched ar abftra& 
from my journal. Do you expe fome- 
thing of Egypt? Its antiquities ? Its cu- 
riofities ? Its wonders ? You mult be dif. 
appointed. I am too much occupied 
with modern affairs to ranfack catacombs, 
or climb pyramids—tor the fame reafon I 
have not time to gratify curiofity ; and as

** Since I began this letter circumitan- 
ces have accumulated to render our fitua- 
tion more awkward, ard, I may well fay 
ridiculous. The next day after our enter- 
ing the houfe where we quarter, a markee 
was piched upon the terrace of an adjoin- 
ing houfe, and a Turkifh guard mounted 
there, under pretence ot /refh air ; arin- 
ed Turks were fent into the houfe tor the 
purpofe of accompanying us as a /ife- 
guard in owr walks ; anda centinel was 
placed at our door inthe lower court to 
prevent intrufions. Though thefe arrange- 
ments were vaflly polite I fhould have 
been very willing to have difpenfed with 
them: yet, by appearing frank and eafy 
with the Turkifh General, his fufpicions 
feemed to have fubfided, I received all 
thefé marks of vigilance as marks of atten- 
tion ; thanked him for his civilities ; and 
affured him I fhould be caretul to make 
fuitable mention of them to the Prefdent 
‘my mafter.

Three American ships from Baltimore and 
Charleston bound to Amsterdam, have been ta- 
ken off the Texel by the English, and sent for Eng- 
land. The Ergiish admiral who cruises before theTex- 
el has declared tnat he has orders to sendto England 
all ships bound for the Texel with West-India pro- 
duce. 

The Troops embarked in the Texel are furnished 
with provisions for six months.

| art, having one fide open as a door : the
